modities had n ev er been offered 
for sale abroad at com petitive pric­ 
es.

The Commodity Credit Corp. and 
its parent organization, the Com­ 
modity Stabilization Service, bore 
the brunt of the committee’s wrath 
Benson is chairman of the Board 
of Directors of the CCC, which

Noting a steady drop in farm 
income and a steady rise in farm 
costs in recent years, the com­ 
mittee said, “The outlook is for 
still further declines in net farm 
income in 1955.” 
Since 1945, it said, the farmers’ 
share of the consumers’ food dol­ 
lar has dropped from 54 to 43 per 
cent and “prospects are that this 
trend will continue.” 
In the South particularly, it add­
